SCAM ALERT #1: SPRING BREAK 
VACATION SCAMS 

Despite what the Groundhog says, winter isn’t going 
away anytime soon. That fact has many of us looking for 
a warm getaway this spring, but beware scammers could 
be lurking on the other end of that sweetheart spring break 
deal. These three tips will help you spot a potential travel 
scam. First, be wary of any deal that is dramatically lower 
than what else is available at your destination. Next, verify 
the legitimacy of online travel sites by looking closely at the 
web address — scammers often “spoof” legitimate hotels and 
third party booking sites. Finally, don’t trust anyone who 
requests a wire transfer or prepaid gift card to pay for your 
getaway — these are the payment forms preferred by today’s 
scammers. 


SCAM ALERT #2: TAX ID THEFT 
Everyone i is guilty of procrastinating from time to time, 


but one place where it doesn’t pay to wait is doing your 
taxes. Scammers take full advantage of opportunities during 
tax filing season to make a fast buck. They commit tax iden- 
tity theft by filing a phony tax return using victims’ personal 
information to get a refund. To protect yourself against this 
scam, file your return as early as possible, use a secure In- 
ternet connection if you file electronically, or mail your tax 
return directly from the post office. 
SCAM ALERT #3: 
CONSUMER SENTINEL 2019 REPORT 

The numbers are in. The Federal Trade Commission re- 
leased its report of fraud complaints from 2019, and scams 
show no sign of abating. Reported losses amounted to al- 
most $2 billion — and older victims report losing more than 
younger victims. Impostor scams topped the list — where 
scammers pretend to be someone they are not to convince 
you to hand over personal information or money. In fact, 
government impostor scam reports are up by 50% over 
2018. Here’s a tip: that message from the Social Security 
Administration saying your account has been suspended? 
It’s a scam. So is the one from your county court saying you 
face a fine for missing jury duty. 

SCAM ALERT #4; DON’T MISS THE COUNT 
ON CENSUS SCAMS 

It’s that season again. The once-every-decade time when - 
we all try and remember how the decennial census count 
works. It’s no surprise that there is confusion surrounding 
the census, but that confusion is something scammers are 
banking on. Here are a few tips to avoiding census scams. 
The Census Bureau will NOT send you an email with a link 
to complete the questionnaire online — if you get such an 
email, it is a scam. The Census Bureau will never ask you 
to for sensitive information, like your full Social Security 
number, bank account number or your mother’s maiden 
name. Finally, when you do get a mailing from Census to 
tell you how you can complete your questionnaire, look for 
the official return address of Jeffersonville, Indiana. Any 
other address:is a scam. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam. .

Finished; Layoffs 
Could Reach 117 


The city will likely lose 117 workers from the school, fire 
and police departments during the fiscal year 1991, which 
begins July 1, Mayor James A. Sheets said. 

The layoffs represent nearly six percent of the city’s 
2,000-employee workforce. 

The school department is planning to lay off 52 people 
including 40 teachers. 

Acting Police Chief Paul “Nestor said the 
force would be reduced to 194 through retirements. Five ci- 
vilian jobs will also be cut. Fire Chief Paul O’Connell said 
his department would likely lose 21 men, including 15 to 18 
firefighters. 

The completed budget is expected to be $121 million. 

Most city officials are blaming Gov. Michael Dukakis, 
who, they say, has mismanaged the state. 

PROPERTY VALUATION FIGURE CERTIFIED 

Real estate and personal property valuations for the city’s 
fiscal year 1990 tax bills have been certified by the Com- 
monwealth’s Department of Revenue “as full and fair,” this 
according to the Commissioners’ certification standards. 

Since the city was last certified by the DOR, as of Janu- 
ary 1986; the city’s assessments as of July 1, 1989 now sat- 
isfy FY90 requirements under state law.

Once a product is estab- 
lished and used extensively, 
unanticipated problems 
can sometimes occur lead- 
ing to a recall. In the past, 
contaminated spinach, for 
example, led to a recall 
of spinach products under 
multiple brand names and 
tainted peanut butter led to 
the recall of thousands of 
jars of two popular brands. 
In both cases, the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
responded immediately to 
minimize harm to consum- 
ers. 

The FDA typically dis- 
covers a problem product in 
several ways: 

¢ A company discovers a 
problem and contacts FDA. 

¢ FDA inspects a manu- 
facturing facility and de- 
termines the potential for a 
recall. 

¢ FDA receives reports 
of health problems through 
various reporting systems. 

¢ The Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) contacts the FDA. 

When an FDA-regulated 
product-is either defective or 
potentially harmful, recall- 
ing that product, removing 
it from the market or cor- 


recting the problem is the 
most efficacious way to pro- 
tect the public. Recalls are 
almost always voluntary. At 
times, a company encoun- 
ters a problem and recalls 
a product on its own. Other 
times a company recalls a 
product after the FDA ex- 
presses concerns. Only in 
rare cases will the FDA 
request a recall. But in all 
these instances, the FDA’s 
role is to oversee a com- 
pany’s strategy and evaluate 
the adequacy of the recall. 

When a recalled product 
has been widely distributed, 
the news media is a very 
successful way to reach 
large numbers of people. 
The FDA pursues publicity 
about a recall only when it 
deems that the public needs 
to be alerted to a critical 
hazard. It then has the abil- 
ity to hold press confer- 
ences, issue press releases, 
and post updates to its Web 
site regularly, to alert con- 
sumers. Not all recalls are 
announced in the media 
however, all recalls are en- 
tered into the FDA’s weekly 
Enforcement Report. This 
document lists each recall 
according to classification 
along with the specific ac- 
tion taken by the recalling 
firm. 


Next, the FDA evalu- 
ates whether all reasonable 
efforts have been made to 
remove or correct a product. 
A recall is considered con- 
cluded after all of the com- 
pany’s corrective actions 
are evaluated by FDA and 
deemed appropriate. After 
a recall is completed, the 
FDA assures that the prod- 
uct is destroyed or suitably 
reconditioned, and investi- 
gates why the product was 
defective initially. 

If food and food products 
become unsafe, they can be 
removed from the market 
either by voluntary recalls 
or via a mandatory recall 
issued by the Federal gov- 
ernment. So how do these 
two methods differ? While 
a voluntary recall can be af- 
fected by either the compa- 
ny which made the product 
or U.S. regulatory authori- 
ties, a mandatory recall is 
issued by the U.S. govern- 
ment. However, both types 
of recalls are dependent on 
receiving complaints from 
affected citizens or busi- 
nesses. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has 
the authority to regulate the 
safety of medical devices, 
prescriptions, .and some 
foods. Other government 


authorities, such as the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA), are accountable 
for food safety as well. If 
food becomes unsafe for the 
public, the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
has the authority to issue 
either a voluntary product 
recall or a mandatory recall. 
There are three stages of 
FDA recall. The distinction 
between them is the amount 
of public risk the food pos- 
es. These three stages are: 
Class I Recall — 
Immediate and Significant 
Danger of Death or Injury 
The Class I recall denotes 
that the FDA has determined 
there to be a significant and 
immediate danger of death 
or serious injury from using 
the product. In a Class I Re- 
call, the FDA issues a strat- 
egy for the manufacturer to 
totally recall the product. 
This plan needs to be track- 
able, to ensure that all stores 
and other sites selling the 
product have eliminated the 
product from inventory and 
that purchasers have been 
alerted to cease using the 
product and dispose of it. 
Class II Recall — Risk of 
Death or Serious Injury 
A Class II recall means 
that risk of death or serious 
injury from the product ex-

ists, but it is not immediate. 
As in Class I, the FDA is- 
sues a plan for the manufac- 
turer and consumers. 

Class III Recall - 
Products Available That 
Violate FDA Regulations 

A Class III recall is is- 
sued when danger is not im- 
minent or there may not be 
health-related concerns, but 
products are in violation of 
FDA regulations. In 2010, 
for example, the FDA issued 
a Class III recall of a chil- 
dren’s medication whose 
production process had led 
to plastic in the bottles. 

In general, the FDA is- 
sues recall plans and condi- 
tions and depends on prod- 
uct manufacturers, stores, 
and suppliers to comply 
with the plan. Conversely, 
if they do not comply, the 
FDA has the authority to is- 
sue a mandatory recail. 

Food recalls by a com- 

pany 

Companies who re- 
ceive complaints that their 
products are dangerous or 


causing, ill effects or death 


among the public can also 
put a voluntary recall plan 
into effect. They can also 
voluntarily recall products 
if they determine defects in 
the processes used to de- 
velop or manufacture the

product, before or after it is 
shipped to outlets. 

Principally, there are 
two types of recalls that 
are ifiitiated by companies. 
The first is termed a mar- 
ket withdrawal and occurs 
when a product has a minor 
violation that would not be 
subject to legal action by the 
FDA. The firm removes the 
product from the market or 
corrects the violation. The 
second is a recall done by 
the firm itself that may be 
done if the company real- 
izes a product poses danger 
and moves to eradicate the 
risk before the FDA issues a 
recall. Companies may also 
undergo product recalls in 
conjunction with an FDA 
plan, under the three clas- 
sifications previously men- 
tioned.

Will Taking My — 
Benefit Early Affect 
My Widow Benefit?

Dear Rusty: My husband is 70 and has been taking So- 
cial Security for several years. His benefit is $2,100 per 
month. I am 60 and will turn 61 in March. I have very little 
built up and my expected SS benefit at my full retirement 
age is $1163 and $829 if I choose to take it at age 62. We 
are comfortable with our current income, but the benefit at 
62 is enticing. | want to know how taking it at 62 would 
affect my situation if my husband predeceases me. Would | 
then be able to exchange my benefits for his? Please advise. 
Signed: Planning Ahead. 

Dear Planning: Taking your own SS benefit early (be- 
fore your full retirement age) won’t affect the amount of 
your survivor benefit should your husband predecease you. 
The only thing that would affect your survivor benefit is the 
age at which you claim it. So yes, you could claim your own 
benefit first and then switch to your survivor benefit later 
without hurting your eventual survivor benefit. If you have 
reached your full retirement age (FRA) when your husband 
passes, your survivor benefit will be 100% of the amount 
your husband is receiving at his death, instead of your own 
smaller benefit. But if you take the survivor-benefit before 
your FRA, it will be actuarially reduced according to the 
number of months prior to FRA it is claimed. To be clear, 
if your husband were to pass before you reached FRA, you 


_ have the option to wait until your FRA to claim the survivor 


benefit (so you can get 100% of his benefit). In other words, 
you could continue to collect your own benefit until your 
survivor benefit reached 100% at your FRA (a survivor ben- 
efit reaches maximum at FRA). 

Be aware, though, that there is another consideration if 
you claim your own SS benefit before you reach your full 
retirement age. If you are still working and claim your ben- 
efit before your FRA, you’ ll be subject to Social Security’s 
“earnings limit” which, if exceeded; will cause SS to take 
back future benefits equal to 50% of the amount you ex- 
ceeded the limit by (the 2020 limit is $18,240, but it changes 
annually). If you have substantial earnings from working, 
that could mean you will go some number of months with- 
out benefits (depending upon your earnings level). In the 
year you reach your FRA (but prior to your FRA) the earn- 
ings limit goes up by 2.6 times and the penalty is less, and 
once you reach your FRA there is no longer an earnings 
limit. But, I want to make sure you’re aware that collect- 
ing early and exceeding the earnings limit will affect your 
benefits. If you go months without benefits because you ex- 
ceeded the earnings limit, SS will give you time credit for 
those months when you reach your FRA, which will result 
in a small increase in your own SS benefit at that time. 

But the bottom line is that collecting your own Social 
Security benefit early will not affect your eventual survivor 
benefit. Only the age at which you claim it, if earlier than 
your FRA, will affect the amount of your survivor benefit. 
And, by the way, your FRA as a widow is 4 months less than 
your normal FRA because SS takes 2 years off of ia! birth 
year to detérmine your “widow’s FRA.”

Hampshire primary, _fin- 
ished in seventh place with 
135 votes.

Plans for that 
early voting period are still 
being worked out, but Cris- 
po anticipates offering early 
voting on weekdays at City 
Hall and on a Saturday at 
North Quincy High School. 

“We will have at least 11 
days of early voting and in a 
different location,” she said, 
noting the Saturday early 
voting day at North Quincy 
was popular four years ago. 

There is also a state pri- 
mary on Sept. 1 that will in- 
clude a Democratic primary 
for U.S. Senate between 
incumbent Edward Markey 
and Congressman Joseph 
Kennedy III.

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Teachers Given Discretion For Homework Under New Policy 


By TOM GORMAN 

Students may be getting 
less homework under a new 
policy the school committee 
is proposing. 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo informed her col- 
leagues on March 4 that a 
joint meeting of the Policy 
and Teaching & Learning 
subcommittees hashed out 
changes to the homework 
policy that set requirements 
for teachers to give a mini- 
mum amount of homework 
to students daily. The new 
revised policy gives teach- 
ers more leeway in assign- 
ing homework. 

“We are not requiring 
any teacher to assign a cer- 
tain amount of homework 


every single night,” Lebo 
said of the new policy. “The 
way the policy read before, 
it did require that. We felt it 
was hamstringing the teach- 
ers.” 

Under the new policy, 
teachers may assign up to 
30 minutes per subject for 
high school students and 
are not required to assign a 
minimum amount. Teachers 
are not required to assign 
homework every night. 

“We wanted to make sure 
there was more professional 
discretion,” said Lebo. 

The revised policy and 
homework guide will be 
posted on the district web- 
site for parents’ review and 
comment. The committee is 


expected to vote on it at its 
March 18 meeting. 

The revision came about 
after parents and students 
complained about exces- 
sive amounts of homework 
that were assigned each day 
where students were spend- 
ing hours each night trying 
to complete the work. Par- 
ents, teachers, and students 
weighed in on the subject 
during a recent district sur- 
vey that sought comments 
about school issues. 

“The survey feedback 
said that teachers were giv- 
ing homework because 
they had to and principals 
thought they had to and 
were holding them to it,” 
said Lebo. 


School Committee Seeks 
Input For Updated 
Homework Policy 


The Quincy School Com- 
mittee is seeking input for 


the Quincy Public Schools’ 


updated homework policy. 
The last update of the QPS 
homework Policy was done 
in 2006. 

Concerns about the 
amount of homework stu- 
dents are receiving; the 
stress students and families 
have expressed feeling when 
trying to balance homework 
with extra-curricular activi- 
ties, athletics, family time, 
part-time jobs, and down- 
time; and the pressure on 
teachers to ensure students’ 
mastery of the standards 
outlined in the curriculum, 
all contributed to the col- 
lective acknowledgment 
that the current homework 
policy and guidelines were 
in need of being updated. 

In, November 2018, a 
working group was formed 
to review and evaluate the 
current QPS homework 
_ policy and guidelines and 
make recommendations to 
the Schoal Committee for 
updating them. This group 
consisted of Co-Presidents 
of the Citywide Parent 
Council, Courtney Per- 
dios and Scott Alessandro, 
Quincy Parent Advisory 
Council for Special Educa- 
tion, President, Cassandra 


Beck; Quincy Education 
Association President, Al- 
lison Cox; Quincy School 
Committee Vice-Chair, Em- 
ily Lebo, and Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools Superintendent, 
Richard DeCristofaro. The 
group received much assis- 
tance and support from Ed 
Smith, Science Coordinator, 
and Laura Owens, Assistant 
to the Superintendent. 

The group began with a 
review of Quincy’s current 
homework policy and the 
homework policies of sur- 
rounding communities. The 
group also considered and 
discussed recent articles 
and debates on the value of 
homework, especially for 
students in younger grades. 
One of the group’s first ac- 
tions was to create a survey 
that was administered to 
parents, students, and teach- 
ers in the spring of 2019. 
The survey sought to gather 
information about attitudes 
and feelings around home- 
work practices. The survey 
yielded valuable feedback 
from 1,750 parents/guard- 
ians of students in grades 
K-12, from 4,687 students 


in grades 3-12, and from . 


304 academic classroom 
teachers in grades K-12. 
The- group wishes to thank 


those parents/guardians, 
students, and teachers that 
took the survey and offered 
the thoughtful feedback that 
helped drive the updates 
seen in the new draft policy. 

“Our group spent many 
hours analyzing and dis- 
cussing the feedback we 
received. Much thought 
was put into considering the 
policy and guidelines from 
the perspectives of students, 
families, and teachers. This 
is a long-overdue update, 
and we think the draft ad- 
dresses the concerns stu- 
dents, families, and teachers 
expressed to us,” said Emily 
Lebo. 

A draft of the new home- 
work policy and guidelines 
was approved by the Teach- 
ing and Learning and Pol- 
icy Subcommittees of the 
School Committee. These 
drafts have been posted to 
the District’s website (www. 
quincypublicschools.com), 
along with a summary of the 
most significant changes.

Education resources more 
prominent, updating the for- 
mat of the school committee 
policy page, and create a 
feedback form for important 
topics that can be addressed 
over summer vacation.

Over the past several 
months, school officials 
were meeting with parents, 
staff, the Quincy Education 
Association, and the city- 
wide PTO to discuss chang- 
es. The revision was made 
during recent meetings of 
the subcommittees. 

According to the sub- 
committee meeting minutes, 
Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro point- 
ed out that lifestyles have 
changed in the past two 
decades and now students 
are involved in more after- 
school activities along with 
job and family responsibili- 
ties. He said 4 to 5 hours of 
homework each night is no 
longer tenable. 

The meeting minutes 


stated that member Paul 
Bregoli said that high school 
student athletes expressed 
concern of up to three hours 
of homework each night that 
was leading to stress and 
anxiety. He questioned how 
students struggling with 
a homework assignment 
would know to stop and not 
spend an inordinate mount 
of time trying to complete it. 
Lebo said the homework 
guide has provisions ad- 
dressing those scenarios. 
Since homework is part 
of a student’s grade at the 
high school level, commit- 
tee member Kathryn Hub- 
ley expressed concern how 
an incomplete homework 
assignment would affect a 
grade. She also noted that 


middle school advanced 
placement students may 
have more complex assign- 
ments that would take lon- 
ger to complete 

DeCristofaro said teach- 
ers and principals recog- 
nize unique situations and 
students in those situations 
should’ communicate their 
issue with the teacher. He 
also said department chair- 
people and principals strive 
to keep course expectations 
balanced. 

Committee Vice Chair- 
man Anthony Andronico 
thanked all involved for 
reviewing and revising the 
policy. 

“It’s been a long pro- 
cess,” he said.

O’Donnell Advises Homeowners To File Mortgage Discharge 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam. P. O’Donnell is ad- 
vising Norfolk County 
homeowners about the im- 
portance of filing a mort- 
gage discharge after their 
mortgage has been paid off. 

“When a mortgage has 
been paid off, a mortgage 
discharge document needs 
to be recorded with the 
Registry of Deeds to clear 
a homeowner’s property 
title relative to that loan,” 
O’Donnell said. A discharge 
is a “document (typically 
one-two pages) issued by 


* the lender, usually with a 


title such as “Discharge of 
Mortgage” or “Satisfaction 
of Mortgage.” 

“There are ~cases,” 
O’Donnell said, “where dis- 
charges are filed directly by 
banks or settlement closing 
attorneys with the Registry 
as part of a property sale 
or as a result of a refinanc- 
ing transaction. In other 
instances, the mortgage dis- 
charge is sent to the. proper- 
ty owner who then becomes 
responsible for making sure 
the document is recorded.

Whether or not a discharge 
is recorded by the lending 
institution or the individual 
property owner, it is impor- 
tant that the property owner 
makes sure all necessary 
documents have been re- 
corded at the Registry of 
Deeds. 

“To check on their title,”

mortgages associated with 
the property have béen dis- 
charged. Please remember 
not having a mortgage dis- 
charged will result in a title 
issue and thereby impact 
the process of selling one’s 
home.” 

O’Donnell said __ there 
have been cases where no 
discharge has been recorded 
against a long paid off mort- 
gage. “Unfortunately, some 
of the lending institutions 
that provided funds for these 
mortgages are no longer in 
existence.

If a property owner needs 
to retrieve an original dis- 
charge of a mortgage’ and 
is unclear which lending in-

When recording a dis- 
charge, the original docu- 
ment is required. The Regis- 
try of Deeds does not accept 
photo copies or faxed copies 
of documents.

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Bronze Creations Of John Adams, 
Abigail And John Quincy Adams 
Once Placed In Downtown Area May 
Be Relocated To Adams Birthplaces

Lloyd Lillie, the famed 
sculptor whose works in- 
clude two bronze statues of 
Adams family members that 
were previously on display 
in Quincy Center, died Feb. 
23 at the age of 87. 

The Quincy Partnership 
commissioned the first of 
those two statues, depict- 
ing Abigail Adams and a 
young John Quincy Adams, 
in 1997. The second statue, 
portraying John Adams, was 
commissioned five years 
later. They had been on dis- 
play in Quincy Center until 
they were moved by the city 
to make way for the new 
Hancock-Adams Common. 

Ed Keohane, the chair- 
man of the Quincy Part- 
nership, said the group 
chose Mr. Lillie to make 
those sculptures based on 
his previous work with, the 
National Park Service. In 
particular, Keohane noted 
Mr. Lillie crafted “The First 
Wave,” life-sized bronze 
statues of the five women 
who organized the First 
Women’s Right’s Conven- 
tion and some of their sup- 
porters. That piece is on dis- 
play at the Women’s Rights 
National Historical Park in 
Seneca Falls, New York. 

Keohane said Mr. Lillie 
was enthusiastic about his 
work on the Adams statues 
and enjoyed being able to 
work on them for the Part- 
nership. 

“He was just a wonderful 
man to do these projects,” 
Keohane said. “He overdid 
himself as far as the quality 
of the statues and the time 
he gave to the group.” 

Keohane recalled meet- 
ing Mr. Lillie and his wife, 
Barbara, at a reception fol- 
lowing the first statue’s ded- 
ication. 

“They were terrific peo- 
ple,” Keohane said. 

The Partnership has been 
working with the National 
Park Service to have the stat- 
ues placed at the John and 
John Quincy Adams birth- 
places on Franklin Street. 
Keohane said the move is 
awaiting final approval from 
the park service. 

If the statues were 
moved to the site on Frank- 
lin Street, he said the statue 
of Abigail and John Quincy 
Adams could be placed fac- 
ing Penn’s Hill. It was from 
atop Penn’s Hill that Abigail 
and John Quincy Adams, 
then age 7, watched the Bat- 
tle of Bunker Hill; the spot 
where they stood that day 
is now home to the Abigail 
Adams Cairn.

The John Adams statue 
would be placed facing 
north towards Boston, Keo- 
hane said, because it was 
there that Adams began his 
career as an attorney. 

Each of the statues cost 
approximately $50,000, 
Keohane said. They were 
purchased through private 
donations made by Quincy 
residents and others with 
ties to the community. 

“We will keep them in 
Quincy,” Keohane said. 

Mr. Lillie was born in 
Washington, D.C., and 
grew up in nearby Tacoma 
Park, Maryland, where fam- 
ily members encouraged his 
love of art from a young age. 

“Growing up with my 
grandparents, they had me 
drawing by the age of 5,” 
he once told a writer. “My 
grandfather made me flip- 
card movies, and I used to 
make my own comic books 
from movies he’d take me 
to see. As I grew up, I was 
encouraged to do more with 
art by my teachers and even- 
tually got my first job as a 
sculptor at age 20.” 

After serving a tour of 
duty in the U.S. Army dur- 
ing the Korean War as a 
band member, Mr. Lillie 


moved to Newton with his ° 


wife to pursue his passion 
for art. He was an honors 
graduate of the school at the 
Museum of Fine Arts and 
studied at other schools in 


both the United States and - 


Italy. 

Other notable sculptures 
by Mr. Lillie include the 
likenesses of Boston Celt- 
ics coach Red Auerbach and 
Boston Mayor James Mi- 
chael Curley, both of which 
are located at Boston’s 
Quincy Market, and “The 
Chess Players,” which is 
on display at John Marshall 
Park in Washington, D.C. 
He was also commissioned 
to create statues of Thomas 
Jefferson and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Lillie also created a 
diorama depicting the sign- 
ing of the Mayflower Com- 
pact that is on display in 
Provincetown. 

Mr. Lillie served on the 
faculty at Boston University 
for 34 years, including 21 as 
a professor of art, teaching 
art and sculpture. 

In ‘addition to Barbara, 
his wife of 67 years, Mr. Lil- 
lie was survived by his two 
daughters and three grand- 
daughters.

Colleague Kathryn Hub- 
ley suggested a community 
calendar be included on the 
website where PTO events 
could be posted. Quincy 
School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro said this could 
be coordinated by the City- 
wide PTO. 

Committee member 
Emily Lebo said that the

Lebo had high praise for 
the website’s photography 
including the aerial photos 
of the schools. She said this 
has received positive feed- 
back. 

During the meeting, the 
minutes stated that Cavallo 
demonstrated the navigation 
of the new website of such 
areas as student registration, 
staff email, district news

items, and special education 
He also showed 
how to pay high school user 
fees and view lunch menus 
on the new site. 

Last year, the school 
department commissioned 
School Messenger of Scotts 
Valley, California, to re- 
design the website after 
reviewing proposals from 
several other vendors. Un- 
der the $183,700 agreement, 
the company will update the 
site every three years at no 
charge. 

The district’s previous 
website was launched in 
2011 and had not had a ma- 
jor update since. Students, 
staff, and parents com- 
plained that it was difficult 
to navigate and often slow. 

Andronico was praised 
by DeCristofaro for leading 
the overhaul. The superin-

He entered the unit with a 30 pack of beer and it was 
evident he too was highly intoxicated. He was advised to 
take a seat on the steps while the officers interviewed the 
other male and female. The female confirmed she made the 
“911” call. 

When asked how she was abused, the female pointed 
at the male sitting on the steps and loudly declared, “He 
sucked my eyeball!” The officer inquired if the suspect pos- 
sibly had any other intentions, such as playing around and 
she adamantly stated, “It was abuse. It f@#$%“& hurt like 
hell!” The female said she has been dating the suspect for 
about a month. She refused any medical attention. 

Officer King then spoke with the boyfriend/suspect on 
the steps, asking him what, if anything happened prior to 
him going to the package store that would have led his girl- 
friend to call “911.” He said he “had no idea.” When asked 
if he sucked on his girlfriend’s eyeball, he admitted that he 
did. He also confirmed they were in a dating relationship

that has been “on and off for the 
past two months,” 

Officer King then interviewed 
the other intoxicated male about 
the assault and he repeatedly 
stated, “He never hit her. He 
never [@#$%& hit her!” The 
officer reworded the question 
about abuse being beyond hit- 
ting and the male again said, “He 
never hit her!” 

Since the beginning of the 
year there have been five calls to this apartment. They in- 
volved loud arguing, neighbor disputes, an unwanted ex- 
boyfriend and a call from the property manager for unwant- 
ed parties in apartment 6. Additionally, on Jan. 13, 2020, 
the intoxicated male who kept repeating that “He never hit 
her” was arrested for an assault and battery against the same 
female. 

At the time of that arrest, he and the female victim had 
been dating for eight years. This took place at the Donut and 
Donuts on Hancock Street. Whatever the relationship may 
be between the witness, the victim and the suspect, it was 
clear they were living together in apartment 6. 

All three parties were advised of their rights under the 
domestic violence laws but declined any further services.

The resident immediately recognized this as a scam but 
wanted it brought to the attention of the community so that 
no one gets scammed. Obvious questions: 

¢ Did I enter the All Regions Lottery? Can’t win if you 
don’t enter 

¢ Why isn’t there an address other than a P.O. box for All 
Regions? 

¢ Why wouldn’t the scammers just take the money out of 
my winnings check? 

¢ Why does the check say, “BlueCross BlueShield of 
Montana” on it? 

¢ Why does check also has “Wells Fargo Bank of Mon- 
tana” on it, but the routing number comes back-to Wells 
Fargo in Minneapolis? 

As always, be very wary of “free” money and any scam 
similar to the above one. Remember, you can’t win a lottery 
if you didn’t play!

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Engine Codes, Knocking Noises, Hybrid Batteries 


Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I am the original owner of a 2004 Volvo XC90, it has 
157,000 miles on it. The transmission failed and I’m 
wondering if it makes sense to do this type of repair on a 
16-year old car? I was quoted $3,000 for a rebuilt traris- 
mission. What do you think? 

At this point your Volvo is not worth much more than 
the scrap metal value. If the car has been maintained and 
is structurally sound, it makes sense to fix it. Once repaired 
the car isn’t worth much more than the cost of the transmis- 
sion, but you know the car and its condition and to me that 
adds value. 

My 2017 Toyota Camry battery keeps dying in spite 
of having installed a new AAA battery in September. I 
am told I am not driving the car enough but wonder if 
there could be a mechanical problem. What is the min- 
imum in terms of frequency and distance that the car 
needs to be driven to avoid this problem? 

There certainly could be a charging system problem or 
an issue with parasitic drain of the battery. All newer ve- 
hicles have constant electrical demands that over time can 
discharge the battery. Every time you start your car it dis- 
charges the battery. The alternator is designed to replenish 
that lost electricity. The issue is it takes a certain amount of 
driving to complete this cycle. As an example, if you use 
your car every day but only drive a mile or two over time 
you are taking more electricity out of the battery than you 
are putting back in. This will result in a discharged battery. 
Depending on the car and the accuracy of my basic math 
skills I would guess it takes 15 to 30 minutes to recharge 
a battery after the car has started. Electrical engineers feel 
free to weigh in on this. 

I’m a long-time listener and as well as reader of your 
Car Doctor column. You have not been on the air the last 


couple of Saturdays. Have you switched stations, times - 


and hopefully all is well with you? F do have a question, 
recently a consumer magazine stated hybrid vehicles 
have a longer stopping distance than gas models and I 
cannot even guess why. Any thoughts on this? 

One of the biggest factors that can affect stopping dis- 
tances are tires. Typically tires on hybrid vehicles are de- 
signed to maximize fuel economy. It has been my experi- 


ence that these low-rolling resistance tires have slightly’ 


longer stopping distances. The radio program has had a 
change after nearly 12 years on the same station. I’m now 
on FM 104.9, Saturday morning from 10-11 a.m. You can 
stream the station on www.northshore1049.com. 

I have a 1984 Chevrolet Corvette and when I start it 
up, I have to race the engine or else it stalls. As soon as 
I let off the gas it stalls out. The car does sit a lot in win- 
ter. This is a relatively new development. Do you think it 
could be a vacuum leak or something else? 

At 26 years old the issue could certainly be a cracked and 
leaking vacuum hose. Vacuum hose can fail due to age, heat 
and even critter nibbling on them. The other possibility is a 
sticking idle air control motor (IAC). The IAC allow if it is 
sticking due to age and carbon build up will certainly cause 
a Stalling issue. In addition, different than newer car, your 
Corvette has a cold start fuel injector that could also cause 
hard starting. 

There is a knocking noise every time I turn on the 
ignition of my 2016 Ford Fiesta. It sounds like its coming 
from under the dashboard. Any idea what it could be? 

I looked in AllData the technical database that I use and 
didn’t find any bulletins that would apply. Since the noise is 
coming from inside the car, I would guess at a malfunction- 
ing air vent motor. At this point it would make sense to bring 
the car to a shop where they could hear the noise. Since it 
makes the noise on every start, demonstrate the noise to the 
technician, so they hear what you hear. 

Recently a neighbor of mine helped me jump start 
our 2005 Chevy Trailblazer; the battery was only twe 
months old. I told him the truck had not been driven in 
about two weeks, no lights were left on, no doors were 
open. He commented that this is typical with new bat- 
teries, they don’t hold a charge like the older or original 
ones, especially if the vehicle is idle for weeks. I found 
this a little puzzling and wondered if his comments were 
accurate? 

The original, battery in your vehicle has a 690-cold 
cranking (CCA) rating and a electrical reserve capacity of 
90 minutes. As an example, the AAA replacement battery 
has an 800 CCA rating and a 115-minute reserve. As a gen- 
eral rule, the engine off current rating shouldn’t exceed 25 
milli-amps. Based on this simple calculation the replace- 
ment battery should be able to crank the engine over. well 
past 30 days. At this point the prudent thing to do would be 
fully recharge the battery and test the vehicle for parasitic 
draw (current draining the battery when the engine is off). 


I have a 2014 Jeep Cherokee Latitude, with a 2.4 liter 
four-cylinder engine with four wheel-drive with 95,000 
miles on it. There are a couple of engine codes caus- 
ing the check engine light to come on. Those codes are 
P0301, P1601 and P1605. The engine has been misfiring 
lately and setting the P0301 code more often. When I 
start the Jeep, the engine runs very rough until in warms 
up. So far, the spark plugs and one ignition coil were 
replaced. I did take it to my local Jeep dealer and they 
couldn’t find anything since the check engine light was 
not on. Any guidance to correct this would be very much 
appreciated. 

The P0301 is an engine misfire code for cylinder number 
one. Typically, the issue is caused by a faulty spark plug or 
ignition coil. Since you replaced those parts, the next step 
would be to look at the fuel injector. After doing some addi- 
tion research other common possibilities include the crank- 
shaft position sensor, leaking intake manifold and even in 
some cases the computer. At this point a technician needs 
to spend time following a diagnostic routine to determine 
the issue. 

We have a 2013 Subaru Impreza with 46,000 miles 
on it. The steering wheel turns much more easily to the 
left than to the right while driving. The car is driven 
conservatively and has had all maintenance and recalls 
performed. The tires have been replaced and the old 
ones were worn evenly. The tire pressures are as speci- 
fied and equal. All the brakes were replaced recently 
and the car drives and brakes straight with hands off the 
steering wheel. No change with the above repairs and 
the symptom is gradually worsening. The dealer recom- 
mended replacing the rack and pinion box for $1,500. I 
don’t understand how this would explain the asymmetry 
of the steering. 

I would start with checking the front suspension for bind- 
ing, the most common area is the front strut mounts can bind 
up and cause hard steering. If the suspension components 
check out okay, then I would agree with the Subaru dealer. 
Internally the rack and pinion steering control valve can al- 
low more pressure/assist turning in one direction. The con- 
trol valve and steering rack are designed as a single unit and 
serviced as a single unit. 

I’m interested in entering into a 24 to 42-month lease 
(I’m totally flexible on the length of time). I have been 
driving Fords for past 20 years, but I can choose any- 
thing that fits my lifestyle. I currently own a low mileage 
2014 Ford, so I don’t need to rush into this. Money also 
isn’t my biggest problem, I’m just not that into spending 
wildly on vehicles. I’m looking for 10,000-12,000 miles 
per year lease. I’m currently considering Jeeps, Fords, 
Buicks, as I want an American made SUV (I would con- 
sider any foreign made SUV if it’s made in the USA). My 
price range is in the $30,000 to $39,000 range. Two of my 
kids have Honda CR-Vs and swear by them, but, again, 
I’d rather not venture into foreign cars unless they’re 
built in-country. Can you offer me any advice? 

You budget give you some pretty good choices. The Kia 
Telluride which is a very nice vehicle is made in Georgia. 
The Toyota Highlander is always a solid performer and built 
in Indiana. For American nameplates the Ford Explorer and 
Chevrolet Traverse should also fit your needs. 

I get a bit of a shaking, chatter and clicking feeling 
and noise in the steering wheel of my 15-year old Nissan 
Altima. The noise is most noticeable when I pull into my 
driveway or pulling into a parking spot. Recently I drove 
to Maine and didn’t hear or feel a thing until I parked at 
a hotel. What could be wrong? 

The noise could be related to a worn wheel bearing, worn 
tire but most likely a worn constant velocity (C/V) joint. 
Have a repair shop look at all of the steering and suspension 
components, paying particular attention to the wheel bear- 
ings and the C/V joints. If they do find a worn C/V joint, it 
may be most economical to replace the entire axle. At the 
same time have the shop look for structural rust. Some of 
these models had some serious rusting issues and depend- 
ing on if there is rust you may want to consider how much 
money you want to put into your Altima. 

My Honda CR-V which is only three years old had its 
battery go dead. I jumpstarted it and let it charge for a 
while and tested it with a voltmeter and it was fine un- 
til the weather got cold again. I ended up replacing the 
battery just to be safe. At three years old I expected the 
battery to last longer. What is wrong? 

A three years old you would expect the battery to have 
some life left in it, but at AAA we have seen shorter than 
average life in some batteries and Honda is one of those 
vehicles. Just for future reference, the proper way to charge 


a battery is with a battery charger. The charging system in

your car is designed to maintain the battery not completely 
recharge it. The other issue that could have mislead you is 
unless the battery is tested using a specialized battery tester 
a voltmeter won’t give you the complete picture. _ 

I purchased a new Volvo XC90 and I love the car 
but the brakes make noise. I took it back to the dealer 
twice; the first time they just looked at it and cleaned the 
brakes. The second time the dealer replaced the front 
brake pads. Now about a month or so later sometimes 
the brakes make noise again. I spent a lot of money on 
this car but with this noise, as much as I love it, I think 
Volvo should give me a new car. What do you think? 

I drive many different new vehicles over the course of 
the year and some cars just make brake noise. Now no 
vehicle manufacturer designs a car with a brake noise, but 
sometimes due to a combination of how it is driven and 
composition of the brake pads, brakes can just make noise. 
Typically, a manufacturer will take a’car back if an issue 
can’t be repaired in a reasonable number of attempts. The 
general criteria for a buyback is the issue needs to affect the 
use, value or safety of the vehicle. Noisy brakes although 
annoying don’t meet this criteria. 

We have a five-year old Toyota Camry hybrid and 
have concerns about how long the hybrid battery will 
last. I was thinking since the hybrid battery is still under 
warranty it may be a good time to trade it in — hoping 
to get the maximum trade in value. The other option is 
to try to keep the car forever. What would you do? Any 
guess on a replacement cost of the hybrid battery? 

It certainly wouldn’t hurt to go'to a couple of dealers and 
see what they would be willing to give you for a trade-in. 
My experience with the Camry hybrid is the battery lasts 
250-300,000 miles. This is based on conversation with taxi 
drivers that use the hybrid Camry. If the car is driven nor- 
mally, I would expect the battery to last at least 10 years. I 
have seen replacement batteries (some are rebuilt) online 
from $1,500 to $2,500. The rebuilt batteries may not last as 
long as the original but should have a good long life. 

My daughter has a 2017 Toyota Highlander with 
27,000 miles and still under warranty. She and her hus- 
band have noticed some kind of film on the windshield 
at times and have smelled some kind of a vapor. I looked 
into the overflow tank and it was empty. I removed the 
radiator cap and it was full. I ran the engine to warm 
it up and ran the fan and tried to sniff the vents and I 
could not sniff anything. I rechecked the overflow and 
it had two or three ounces of fluid. When the car was 
made, it probably had about 20 ounces of fluid in the 
bucket. My question is where did the fluid go? I am try- 
ing to find out if the inside heater core has a tiny leak, 
before the warranty runs out at 30,000 miles. My nose is 
not good enough; is there some kind of antifreeze sniffer, 
like the type that is used for air-conditioning? I looked 
all over the front floor and found no sign of antifreeze. 

Over time engine coolant will evaporate. When engine 
coolant is mixed properly it is about 50 percent water and 
the coolant in the overflow reservoir can evaporate. This is 
one reason why it needs to be checked and added to peri- 
Odically. You could go back to the dealer and have them 
perform a pressure test of the cooling system. In this test 
the system is put under pressure and if over a period of time 
the system loses pressure if there is a leak. The film on the 
windshield could be caused by outgassing of the plastics in 
the car. As the plastics outgas, it will produce an oily film 
on the windshield. 

In an effort to save money I’m swapping the 3.0-liter 
engine in my 1999 Honda Accord. The engine is in, but it 
is not getting any spark. The engine cranks and is getting 
fuel. I wasn’t sure if my computer was not responding 
since the old engine has a distributor cap and rotor and 
the new engine uses coil packs. The engine is the same 
the only difference was the coil packs. Any thoughts on 
this?

‘Coronaviruses are not 
new, Jones said; other coro- 
naviruses cause the com- 
mon cold. COVID-19 is 
considered a novel corona- 
virus, however, because it is 
new strain. 

“With a new strain, the 
issue may be that no one has 
any immunity to it,” Jones 
said, meaning more people 
could be susceptible to in- 
fections. 

The high-risk group for 
COVID-19 is mainly peo- 
ple over the age of 60 with 
underlying medical condi- 
tions, including respiratory 


illnesses, diabetes, heart 
disease or a compromised 
immune system, Jones said. 
“It doesn’t seem to be 
affecting children, which 
is a good thing,” she said. 
“Most of the cases are any- 
body from their 40s to their 
60s...and most of these 
cases throughout the United 
States have been mild.” 
Jones said her staff has 
been meeting with other city 
officials on a regular basis 
to discuss the outbreak and 
Koch on Tuesday planned to 
meet with various city offi- 
cials and other stakeholders, 
including health care pro- 
viders, as part of that effort. 
In addition, Jones said 
her staff have been prepar- 


ing handouts to distribute 
to Various senior citizens 
buildings throughout the 
city and could also meet 
with residents of those 
buildings in the future. The 
handouts will be translated 
into multiple languages, she 
added. 

Jones also highlighted 
the steps people can take 
to stop the spread of COV- 
ID-19 or any communicable 
disease like the flu. 

Most important, she said, 
is washing your hands for at 
least 20 seconds — the time it 
takes to sing “Happy Birth- 
day” twice. 

“I can’t say enough to 
wash your hands. It’s the 
number one way to prevent 
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the spread of any communi- 
cable disease,” Jones said. 
“Most of us don’t wash our 
hands long enough and it is 
the number one way of re- 
ally preventing the spread of 
infection.” 

Hand sanitizer, she add- 
ed, can help but should not 
take the place of regular 
handwashing with soap and 
water. 

People should also avoid 
touching their faces, Jones 
added. 

“Keep your hands away 
from your face,” she said. 
“We all touch our face - 
rub our nose, rub our eyes 
— without even thinking 
about it probably thousands 
of times during the day. It’s 


just human nature.” 

Social distancing, keep- 
ing yourself away from oth- 
ers, is also important. 

“In flu season, we tell 
people not to be so friendly 
— not to kiss and hug and 
shake hands,” Jones said. 

In addition, Jones said 
workers should stay home 
when sick and companies 
should allow their employ- 
ees to do so. 

“If you are sick, stay 
home. We hope that em- 
ployers listen and provide 
the opportunity for people to 
stay home without it being a 
problem when it’s influenza 
or anything else they think 
they are dealing with,” she 
said. 


Jones also urged the pub- 
lic not to purchase either 
surgical masks or N95 res- 
pirator masks; there is no 
scientific evidence a healthy 
person can avoid becoming 
ill by wearing such a mask. 

“There is no scientific 
evidence that a mask on a 
well person will prevent 
you from breathing in any 
of these viruses. The masks 
should be saved for the 
person that is ill,” she said. 
“People have panicked and 
gone out and bought a lot 
of masks and now health 
care providers and our first 
responders are looking at- 
some shortages in different 
areas of the country.” 


Virus Concerns Postpones Overseas Student Trips

School officials have 
postponed four overseas stu- 
dent trips that were planned 
for this spring due to the 
growing Coronavirus threat.

Dr. Richard DeCristofaro

mittee on March 4 that no- 
tices were sent to parents, 
students, and chaperones of 
the cancellation. The deci- 
sion was made before Gov. 
Charlie Baker urged Bay

to cancel overseas trips as.a 
precaution against the virus. 
The four trips postponed 
included one to Japan, two 
that were to include several 
European destinations in- 
cluding Italy,.and one. that 
was.to Italy only. |

any. international ‘trips for 
our students,” DeCristofaro 
He explained three or 
four.of the trips. may be re- 
scheduled. In some cases, 
vouchers are being offered. 

“We have two travel 


agencies ‘that are dealing 


with parents to see -what 
nthey: can get,” the: superin- 
tendent said. “We are mak- 
ing sure the travel agencies 
follow up the best they can.” 
There are some parents 
who have trip Cancellation 
insurance that may cover a 
percentage of the cost. 
“Some parents have the 
best ‘insurance, some, not so 
great,” said DeCristofaro. 
He noted that everyone is 
supportive and understand- 
ing of the decision given the 


global crisis and that school. 


officials are providing infor- 

- mation about the situation. 
“Everyone has been ex- 
supportive,”

has been stepped up. He 
explained that custodians 
are using Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
approved disinfectants, to 
clean and spray Offices, 
gyms; and classrooms. The 
disinfecting protocol, that 
started a few weeks ago, is 
being conducted three times 
a week. 

“We are trying very hard 
to make sure our environ- 
ments are as virus-free as 
best as we can,” he said. 
oe Quincy: Health>Commis- 
sioner Ruth Jones updated 
the committee on Quincy’s 
response to the Coronavirus 
threat. She held meetings 
with all the city’s depart- 
ment heads to map out a 
strategy to deal with the is- 
sue. 

Jones: said that to date 
there is one. confirmed 
Coronavirus case in Mas- 
sachusetts, a UMass Bos- 
ton ‘student that returned 
from China with the illness. 
As of Monday, there were 
also 41 presumptive cases 
of COVID-19 in the Bay 
State, including a woman 
from Quincy in her 40s. She 
is isolated and recovering 
from home and. has no ties 
to the city’s public schools. 

Jones said that, while 
there are international flight 
restrictions and caution be- 
ing raised about the spread 
of the virus, there is no need 


for panic or to restrict com- — 


munity events. 

“Right now, there is no 
need to cancel commu- 
nity activities,” Jones told 
the school committee at its 
March 4th meeting. 

She explained that fami- 
lies returning to Quincy 
from China: have been in 
self-isolation at their homes. 
Quincy health officials 
monitor their temperature 
and any possible develop- 
ing symptoms three times a 
week for 14 days. 


Assistant to the’ superin- 


tendent Laura Owens noted 
thee were 14 students and 


10 families that were visit- 
ing China. 

“Eighty percent of them 
have returned and have been 
cleared of self-isolation,” 
she said. 

According to Owens, 
there are two families cur- 
rently stuck in China due to 
travel restrictions that will 
not be returning until April. 

Jones noted that globally, 
there are 95,000 cases with 
over 3,000 deaths and more 
than 50,000. who have re- 
covered. She said there are 
many more cases of influ- 
enza than Coronavirus. 

“In perspective, there are 
32 million influenza cases 
just in the United States,” 
she said. “We have vaccines 
against that.” . 

Jones said at this point 
there are no vaccines for the 
Coronavirus and that it may 
be a year or more before 
one in ready. She noted that 
the Coronavirus has been 
around for a while. 

“We are dealing with a 
new strain of coronavirus,” 
she said. “This is a novel 
strain so there is no immu- 
nity or vaccines.” 

The Coronavirus exhib- 
its symptoms like the flu, fe- 
ver, sore throat, and cough. 
Jones said the Cornaviris 
has a signature symptom-a 
sudden onset of respiratory 
distress that causes short- 
ness of breath. She recom- 
mended that anyone who 
exhibits these symptoms 
séek medical attention. 

Jones added that if a 


person believes they have. 


symptoms of the virus, to 
alert first responders so they 
may take precautions. 

The virus is believed to 
have started in mainland 
China from outdoor fish 
and meat markets, possibly 
starting in bats. The virus 
has spread to South Korea, 
Iran, and Italy. It is believed 
it entered the United States 
in Washington state. 

According to Jones, the 
virus was transmitted animal 


to person and is transmitted 
person to person by droplets 
from coughing or sneezing. 
Jones said that the virus in 
droplets landing on hard 
surfaces can survive several 
days and can infect a person 
if it is touched then the per- 
son touches their face. 

She said that vigorous 
and frequent hand washing 
for 20 seconds with soap 
and water is the best de- 
fense. Coughs or sneezes 
should be done in a tissue or 
on a sleeve or elbow. 

Jones stressed that sur- 
gical masks and alcohol- 
based hand sanitizers such 
as Purell, are not effective 
against the virus. She ex- 


plained that alcohol-based 
sanitizers kill bacteria, not 
viruses and that the gluttony 
of masks are depleting the 
supply needed by healthcare 
workers. 

Committee member 
Douglas Gutro questioned 
if there are plans in place to 
allow students or city em- 
ployees to work from home 
should there be an outbreak 
or plans to deal with a state 
of emergency. 

Colleague Emily Lebo 
and DeCristofaro said some 
jobs cannot be done remote- 
ly and that there would be 
opportunities to educate stu- 
dents should an emergency 


situation arise. 


Committee Vice chair- 
man Anthony Andronico 
said that school officials 
will continue to monitor the 
issue. 

Jones said the city is in 
constant contact with state 
and federal heath: officials 
monitoring the ever-chang- 
ing situation and addressing 
it as needed. 

Above all, Jones wanted 
to allay fears and said there 
is no need to panic. 

“There is a very fine line 
between doing enough and 
causing major disruptions 
in everyday life,” she said. 
“We want people to be pro- 
tected and people tend to 
panic. We want to give the 
right information.”

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Mahoney Seeks Investigation Into Police Sergeant’s-Disability Retirement

The news station in Feb- 
ruary reported departmental 
records initially said Ryan 
was on his way to a parade 
detail in uniform when he 
crashed, hitting his head 
against the windshield of the 
car. Ryan was seriously in- 
jured and found at fault for 
the crash, WCVB said. 

The narrative changed 
two years later, the news 
Station said, when Ryan was 
trying to retire. The depart- 
ment’s dispatch notes were 
modified in October of that 
year to say Ryan was return- 
ing from a National Grid 
detail at the time of the 
crash and another notation 
said he was trying to serve 
a default warrant on a man. 
The changes to the depart- 
ment’s records were made 
aftér Ryan’s disability re- 
tirement was rejected by the 
state, WCVB said, but that 
retirement was ultimately 


approved. 

On Monday, Mahoney 
said she has heard in re- 
cent weeks from residents 
concerned about the news 
report. Both Ryan and resi- 
dents of the city could bene- 
fit from an investigation into 
the matter, she said. 

“Sergeant Ryan has many 
years of commendable ser- 
vice here in the city of Quin- 
cy and the request is just as 
much for him as it is for the 
citizens that have raised this 
concern,” Mahoney said. 
“To do this fairly and with- 
out bias, I feel like we need 
to join together and ask for 
this investigation to happen 
with the AG.” 

The Attorney General’s 
Office is already investigat- 
ing the matter, she added. 

“This isn’t something we 
would be doing alone. It is 
already there at the AG’s of- 
fice,” Mahoney said. 

“It should be something 


we all want to do to make 
sure we are clearing the city 
of any kind of wrongdoing 
which may or may not have 
happened, because we cer- 
tainly don’t have the infor- 
mation to do that. We should 
certainly want to do that for 
John Ryan as well.” 

The initial WCVB report 
regarded a home rule peti- 
tion that gave Sgt. Ryan’s 
son, John Patrick Ryan, hir- 
ing preference within the 
Quincy Police Department 
as the son of a police offi- 
cer “who while in the per- 
formance of his duties and 
as a result of an assault on 
his person sustained injuries 
which resulted in his be- 
ing permanently and totally 
disabled.” Mayor Thomas 
Koch introduced that legis- 
lation in 2017 and it was ap- 
proved by the City Council 
at that time. 

Mahoney said she was 
seeking the investigation 
into the awarding of the 


disability retirement to Sgt. 
Ryan only. 

“This is completely sepa- 
rate from John Ryan’s son 
and is distinctly talking 
about the disability retire- 
ment of John Ryan,” she 
said. 

After Mahoney _ intro- 
duced the resolution, Coun- 
cil President Nina Liang 
asked City Solicitor Jim 
Timmins for his opinion on 
the item. 

“As you had mentioned, 
it is an ongoing investiga- 
tion. When it comes to on- 
going investigations and our 
participation in that in our 
capacity here as council- 
lors, | would like to call up 
our solicitor to comment on 
this,” Liang said. 

Timmins said the matter 
had been referred to fed- 
eral prosecutors through an 
anonymous letter and the 
Attorney General’s Office 
was likely already aware of 
the matter.

The is much more differences than just the ignition sys- 
tem. Even.if you change out the computer (ECM) and wir- 
ing harness, the ignition immobilizer that may not be com- 
patible. If the old cylinder head is in good shape, using just 
the block, may solve the compatibility problems. At this 
point I would try to seek out a technician that does this type 
of swaps and see if they have any tricks that could help. 

I purchased a Chevrolet Bolt electric vehicle and I 
really like it and recently read your commentary about 
winter tires. My question is with this car being front 
wheel drive, can I put two winter tires on the front 
wheels for better traction? I do have the luxury of work- 
ing at home in bad weather. What should I do? 

Since you don’t need to be out in winter weather the all- 
season tires your car came with will work pretty well. Al- 
though dedicated winter tires also provide better traction in 
very cold temperatures than conventional tires. If you do 
decide to use winter tires it is mandatory to install those 
tires on all four wheels. Just putting winter tires on the front 
wheels could more easily cause a skid due to the different 
rubber compounds and tread designs. 

So I bought this 1995 Ford F-250 with a big V-8 gaso- 
line engine and run it daily. I have had two times in the 
past year and three times over the past week that as I 
was driving the engine would just stop. I could crank 


back up. I have changed the ignition-pick-up the coil 
and the distributer rotor, distributer cap as well as bat- 
tery. The last few times I noticed the fan speed and volt 
meter goes down. Could this be the distributor or maybe 
just the alternator? Any guess? 

It is possible that the alternator has a faulty diode that 
is causing low or fluctuating charging output creating an 
odd/noisy signal to the computer. Based on your diagnosis 
I would fully test out the alternator. The second most com- 
mon issue is a faulty PCM (computer). Similar to the al- 
ternator the five-volt reference signal varies and causes the 
engine to stall. 

I have a 2012 Camry that I love, but I just found out 
it has a leak in the trunk. It looks like some mold has 
started on the contents. How can I find where the leak is 
and fix it? Is this a job for an auto body shop? 

If the car has a moonroof check the drain; if you take out 
all of the padding there is a blue plastic line that runs from 
the moonroof into the trunk and exits out of the rear wheel- 
well. Other possibilities are the rear window leaking, poor 
seals on the trunk lid or even the taillights. If the car was in 
a crash, a body seal could have not been repaired properly. A 
body shop, or general repair shop could certainly take a look 
for the problem. In some cases they may call in someone 
who specializes in wind and water leaks.

“Wheré the matter has 
been referred to the U.S.
